Executive Summary 
 
On October 15, 2014 the Board authorized an expenditure in the amount of $50,000 to replaster and resurface the 
Community Center Swimming Pool.  There were two contract change orders associated with this project totaling 
$6,190.00.  The first was in the amount of $1,790 and was associated with the cost of the Contra Costa County 
Department of Public Health Permit; while the second was to replace 2 broken and leaking skimmers at a cost of $4,400.  
The total project cost is $54,265.00 
 
It has been determined that the work specified in the contract has been completed pursuant to the plans and 
specifications for the project.  It is recommended that the work be accepted in accordance with the terms and conditions 
of the contract, including release of retention in the amount of $2,403.75.00, and any performance bonds, if any.  The 
retention will be released 35 days after recordation of the Notice of Completion with the Contra Costa County Recorder’s 
Office.

Executive Summary 
 

2015 represents the second full year of event programming at the Community Center and the third full year of summer 
programming.  The Community Center continues to offer a wide variety of programming for all age groups, not only at 
the Community Center itself, but also at other Town facilities.   
 

The Community Center is a growing hub of activity in the community, and we continue to offer a wide variety of free as 
well as paid programming throughout the year.

Executive Summary 
 

In 2011 SB 288 (NEGRETE) was approved and signed into law by the Governor changing preexisting law that had not been 
adjusted in over fifty (50) years regarding a Community Service District’s ability to utilize a revolving fund for day-to-day small 
transactions.  This change in law was incorporated into Government Code §53952 et seq. and provides the authority for an 
independent special district to establish of a revolving fund in an amount not to exceed 110 percent of one-twelfth of the district’s 
adopted budget for that fiscal year.  For the current Fiscal Year, that amount is $1,698,974 (110% of 1/12 of $12.871M).  ECC Bank, 
A Division of Bank of Agriculture and Commerce Bank is the District’s alternative depository.  The current account balance is 
$580,590. 
 

On November 7, 2012, the Board adopted Resolution No. 2012-29 that complied with the new law and provided the District the 
flexibility to pay authorized expenditures from the alternate depository up to $100,000.00, with certain exceptions.  The authorization 
also provided a mechanism to authorize a payment in excess of $100,000.00 from the alternative depository and that the warrant 
request be presented to the Board as a separate action before the Board at a Regular or Special meeting of the Board. 
 

The primary reason the not to exceed $100,000 threshold limit was established, the Veolia Water invoice for monthly services did 
not exceed $100,000. The Town receives a 1% discount if the invoice is paid within 10 days of receipt.  Over the course of the year, 
this amount represents roughly $12,000 in savings to the Town.  However, the contract price has inched up over the last three years 
resulting in a current contract monthly invoice of just over $100,000.  The Town has had difficulty with the County (primary 
depository) paying the invoice in a timely manner, thus possibly missing out on the 1% discount.  Veolia has been cooperative but 
has asked that we address the matter in order to fulfill the terms of the contract that provide for the 1%net10 option of payment. 
 

Staff recommends that Resolution No. 2012-29 be rescinded and replaced with Resolution No. 2015-04 providing that invoices from 
Veolia Water for their monthly service agreement (currently at $101,009) shall be the exception to the $100,000 payment limit from 
the alternative depository account. 
 

The proposed action will continue to provide the Town the flexibility to pay authorized expenditures up to $100,000.00, with the 
exception of the Veolia Water monthly services invoice.

AFFIRMING A REVOLVING FUND PURSUANT TO GOVERNMENT CODE SECTION 53952 
 

WHEREAS, the Town of Discovery Bay Community Services District Board of Directors has previously 
adopted Resolution No. 2012-29 appointing Bank of Agriculture and Commerce as alternative depository for certain 
district funds, and 
 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to Government Code §53952(b) an independent special district, as defined in 
Government Code §61000, may by resolution provide for the establishment of a revolving fund in an amount not to 
exceed 110 percent of one-twelfth of the district's adopted budget for that fiscal year. The fund may be used to pay any 
authorized expenditures of the independent special district, and 
 

WHEREAS, the District regularly collects funds from rate payers for water consumption or from contributions 
to the Community Center fund and those funds are deposited in the ECC Bank on behalf of the District; and 
 

WHEREAS, the General Manager, or designee, shall have authority to make disbursements from the revolving 
fund and is responsible for keeping account of all receipts and disbursements from the fund, and 
 

WHEREAS, the fund is necessary in order to pay down the ECC bank accounts in order to remain within the 
limits allowed pursuant to Government Code §53952, and 
 

WHEREAS, the maximum amount of the fund shall not exceed 110 percent of one-twelfth of the district's 
adopted budget for that fiscal year, and 
 

WHEREAS, individual payments from the account shall not exceed $100,000.00 and all payments of any 
amount are to be authorized by the Board of Directors with two (2) signatures required; and 

 
WHEREAS, payments that are contractually obligated to Veolia Water shall be allowed to be paid from this 

account and shall not be subject to the spending $100,000 limit. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE TOWN OF DISCOVERY BAY COMMUNITY SERVICES 
DISTRICT DOES HEREBY RESOLVE AS FOLLOWS: 
 
SECTION 1. Pursuant to Government Code §53952(b) the Town of Discovery Bay provides for a revolving fund in 
an amount not to exceed 110 percent of one-twelfth of the district's adopted budget for that fiscal year.  
 
SECTION 2. The fund may be used to pay any authorized expenditures of the Town of Discovery Bay. 
 
SECTION 3. The purpose of the revolving fund is to be able to have the flexibility of paying District invoices that do not 
exceed $100,000.00.

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SECTION 4. That invoices from Veolia Water for monthly contractual services that exceed $100,000 be authorized 
to be paid from this account when the 1%Net10 option is available to the Town per the terms of the contract between 
the Town of Discovery Bay and Veolia Water . 
 
SECTION 5. That the General Manager, or designee, shall have authority to make authorized disbursements from 
the revolving fund and is responsible for keeping account of all receipts and disbursements from the fund. 
 
SECTION 6. Signature requirements for warrants issued from these accounts shall be in accordance with Article VII 
of the District’s Bylaws. 
 
SECTION 7. That any individual disbursement from the account shall not exceed $100,000.00 and all payments of 
any amount are to be authorized by the Board of Directors at a Regular or Special meeting of the Board of Directors. 
 
SECTION 8. The Board of Directors may waive the $100,000.00 limit as identified in SECTION 7, above, of any 
single disbursement at a Regular or Special meeting of the Board of Directors provided that such action shall be taken 
independently and as a part of a Staff Report to the Board specifically addressing the disbursement. 
 
SECTION 9. This resolution shall take effect immediately upon its passage.
